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In only three tates were jnemr ] ment rates higher this 0c tober thar + year 
earlier, and in two of thes¢ tates--Alaska and Louisiana--unemployment has been higher 
in most months of 1977 than in the same months of 1976. Alaska was the oniy state with 
an unemployment rate over 10 percent in October 1977, not seasonally adjusted. The 


national unadjusted unemployment rate in October 6.3 percent 


Sixteen states, primarily in the Midwest, reported unemployment of less than 4.5 


A 


percent in October. As in earlier months, unemployment was more severe on the East 
Coast and in Pacific States. 
The employment situation improved in 187 of the 202 large metropolitan areas 
for which data were reported for both October 1976 and October 1977. Only 15 areas 
did not improve over the year, including five areas in Texas, three in Louisiana, and 
two in Illinois. 
Sixty-four large metropolitan areas reported unemployment of less than 4.5 percent, 
including six areas in Illinois, five each in Iowa, Indiana, and Wisconsin, and four 
areas each in Texas, North Carolina, and Pennsylvania. Among these low unemployment 
areas were such large urban centers as Dallas-Fort Worth (3.3 percent), Chicago (4.1 percent), 
and Washington, D.C. (4.2 percent). 
Smaller metropolitan areas with very low rates included Sioux Falls, South Dakota 
(1.7 percent), Lincoln, Nebraska (1.9 percent), Fargo-Moorhead, North Dakota and 
Cedar Rapids, Iowa (2.1 percent), Boise City, Idaho (2.2 percent), Bloomington-Normal , 
Illinois (2.3 percent) Des Moines, Iowa (2.4 percent), and Madison, Wisconsin (2.5 percent). 
Four areas reported unemployment over 10 percent--Jersey City, Atlantic City, and 


Vineland-Millville-Sridgeton in New Jersey, and £1 Paso, Texas.

A time series 
easonal adjustment is not yet available. In the absence 
f ta, it is not possible t ietermine whether monthly chanaes in 
rea are due to temporary seasonal factors or underlying trends. 
t j tatisti published monthly by the BLS are derived from 
the Current Population Survey (CPS), a survey of househoids. However, the size of the 


current CPS sample is not sufficient to generate monthly state and metropolitan 
area estimates. Therefore, statistics derived from state unemployment insurance operations, 
as well as adjustment factors from the CPS and other sources, are used to calculate 
estimates for states and metropolitan areas. 
Because of the smaller size of the areas involved, as well as the limitations 
of the data inputs used, the state and area estimates are not tne same statistical 
quality as the national estimates. A fuller explanation of the technical procedures 
used to develop these estimates appears monthly inthe BLS peridical, Employment and 


Earnings.
